with his open hand, and had been re- 
primanded by Warden Oscar Lee. 


Taft explained that he struck Mc- 


Connaughy when the latter came be- 
fore him with a sneer on his face, 
following his capture 
after an at- 


tempted escape. The deputy said he 
lost his temper 
for a moment and 


slapped the prisoner. McConnaughy 
charges that Taft struck -him with his 
fist and. knocked him down six times, 
causing blood to flow and necessitat- 
ing medical attention. Mr. Taft deni- 
ed that the prisoner 
was knocked 


"down or that any mark was made or 
blood caused to flow.

The deputy warden testified that he 


reported thae matter to Warden I>ee 
later, and quoted the warden as say- 
ing: 


"Deputy, I absolutely won't have 


that in this prison. If it ever happens 
again, you know 
the result-^dis- 


charge." 


Mr. Taft is the disciplinarian of 


the prison and of the 965 men now 
there only six are second class' pri- 
soners and none are in third class, 
which means that only a half dozen 
are suffering punishment for breach- 
es of conduct.

It contained -the" garments which 
Clara took with her the night she 
left her home to go on what she be- 
lieved was to be her honeymoon. 


In the box was a tan figured georg- 


ette gown with a ribbon sash, a silken 
slip, a yellow dress with black polka 
dots and black lace at the collar, two 
pairs of silk hose—one black, the oth- 
er gray. Tied to the box with corset 
strings which bound it was a brown 
felt hat. 


The box was found by Bert Hender- 


son and his son, Raymond, neighbors 
of Albert Olson, Erdman's father. Ol- 
son and ten other men had searched 
tho woods Monday morning, seeking 
a weapon with which the girl might 
have been killed. 


The box rested between two stumps, 


100 yards from the spot where Clara's 
body was found. Christ Olson, father 
of the girl, was called to Prairie du 
Chien Monday by District Attorney 
Curran, to look over the clothing. 


County ofllcials announced that the 


search for Erdman 
Olson is being 


vigorously prosecuted. Suspects have 
been seized in many sections of the 
country and scarcely a day goes by 
without tho receipt of telegrams and 
letters in connection with the case.

companions, Bloom and Cohen, were 
summoned to the apartment in Alex- 
andrine-ave to release "Fish," an ac- 
quaintance, who had been kidnaped. 
"As we were walking down the cor- 
ridor a steel fire door swing open 
and three men began shooting at us," 
said Wright. "The man with the ma- 
chine gun was in the middle, and on 
each side of him was a man firing 
away with a pistol." 


Police believe the shooting is an 


outbreak of war between rival gamb- 
ling house proprietors of Detroit and 
that gunmen from New York and 
Chicago have been brought here to 
carry on the feud. The sawed off shot- 
gun heretofore has been tho favorite 
weapon of gang shootings 
in De- 


troit. 


In the apartment where the three 


were said by Wright to have been 
summoned, police found three sawed 
off shotguns, a rifle and several car- 
tridges.

It is a well writ- 
ten document that would do good if read 
by everyone. It goes into details concern- 
ing a strike at New York of the Garment 
Workers union and its collapse under the 
mismanagement and criminal course pur- 
sued by the communists ,who worked— 
'themselves into the saddle in that union. 
'•Written as it is from the standpoint of 
the employe, the accuracy of its state- 
ment must be accepted as genuine; and 
it portrays with the telling effect an ac- 
tual case, the evil results of which would 
ensue in its general application, results 
much more fearful to those who labor 
than to anyone else.

Salt Lake City by rail. Behind this Moffat 
tunnel lies a moving and dramatic story 
of railroad work. It was in 1900 that Mof- 
fat conceived the idea of building a rail- 
road into the vast undeveloped region of 
Colorado. Two others, W. G. Evans and 
Gerald Hughes,- were associated with 


-• him. After two years of preparation the 
actual construction of a line was started 
at Denver a%d a route surveyed, across 
the Continental Divide. Insuperable ob- 
stacles faced the pioneers. 
Money was 


poured into the venture. Year after year 
went by." The road progressed slowly, 
lost money, until, in 1911/when 
Moffat 


died, but 220 miles of track had been laid. 
The new tunnel goes under the moun- 
tains where Moffat tried to go over, but 
the result to Colorado will be the same 
and will vindicate Molfat's dream of em- 
pire.

cent of it is converted into usable 
lumber. The average result is around 
33 per cent. In utilizing" the lumber 
at least one-fourth is lost in turning 
out the finished product, according 
to the computations of the experts, 
hence there is a wastage of t-pproxi- 
mately 75 per cent of the tree. Hence 
the exceedingly important problem of 
i educing that waste. 


This problem is regarded as all the 


more because of the constantly dim- 
inishing supply of timber in the world 
and particularly in the United States. 
Something has to be done about it, 
and a great deal is being done-^How- 
ever, much remains to be done. 


Everything from chopsticks for ex- 


portation, to "China and Japan "to al- 
cohol, both ethyl and wood, foi> the 
ultrior purposes of American boot- 
leggers is being made out of waste 
wood, and the end is not yet. Scien- 
tists are working constantly on the 
problem and almost daily aro devis- 
ing new uses to bring about ulti- 
mately the complete consumption of 
nature's gift to mankind.| 


It is almost beyond human con- 


ception to.grasp"the amount of tim- 
ber that is consumed each year in 
the United States. It runs to some- 
thing like 53 billion board feet — 
square feet one inch thick and per- 
sons who delight in computations of 
the sort have figured tnat this would 
be enough to construct a board walk 
20 feet in width from the earth to 
the moon.

Require Care To Prevent 


Children Becoming 111 


Madison—Mothers should keep their 


children under three away from places 
where they might catch measles or 
whooping cough. This is the advice 
of the health committee of the State 
Medical society in a bulletin recently 
issued. The warning is issued because 
of the increase of u hooping cough in 
some localities. If cither of these dis- 
eases 
is prevalent, 
the little tots 


should be kept away from anyone 
who has a. cough or what appears to 
be a common cold, because in both in. 
stances the disease begins that wa." 
and is more catching at that ,time 
than later. 


"If any of the little ones do catch 


whooping cough or measles, 
it is 


most important to keep the child in 
bed in order to 
prevent complica- 


tions." says the bulletin. 


"The number of cases of common 


colds, bronchitis, laryngitis and other 
infections of the upper air passages 
always increases very decidedly dur- 
ing the months of March and April. 
These contagious diseases as well as 
diphtheria, measles 
and 
whooping 


cough are 
frequently followed 
by 


pneumonia. This is particularly true 
in very young children. 


"Xow the question comes, what can 


be done to protect, the youngsters? 
Since all colds, 
coughs 
and Other 


diseases 
of the air passages 
are 


catching ,it 
follows that the 
same 


precautions against infection should 
be followed with these common dis- 
orders as with more serious diseases. 


"While it is very difficult to pre- 


vent colds entirely, there are certain 
things which should always be done. 
It is most important 
to keep the 


germs of these diseases from getting 
ntb the mouth and nose. Older chil- 
dren can be taught to 'wash the "hands 
carefully immediately before eating, 
and to keep their hands and things 
which may have been handled by 
others away from 
the mouth and 


nose, infants, of course, will 
put 


:heir hands into their mouths but it 
;s not necessary to- give them much 
iiandled articles. Using one's own 
handkerchief to wipe a baby's nose is 
dangerous as is the practice of some 
mothers of tasting the baby's food 
and then handing the child the same 
spoon. 


"Babies and young children, need 


sunlight as well as older people. Don't 
keep a well child indoors just because 
it is cold outdoors. Protect the baby 
well and put him out where he will 
get the sunlight. 


"If a child has a cold, it "is a safest 


to keep him in bed for a few days 
until the acute stage has passed. Keep 
all dishes, and other articles used by 
the patient, separate, and 
boil or 


otherwise disinfect them before they 
are rsed by others. In other words, 
colds should be considered contagious 
and the same sort of care taken as 
with epidemic diseases."

But to find real sheiks is almost as

swellest dancing place in Algiers. 


A young French Algerian, who was 


my guide, pointed them out to me. He 
said the real sheiks live out in the 
country on their estates.

These three 
were all millionaires. Each ol them

indicated his rank, the red rosette of 
tho French Legion of Honor.

stowed it upon them because during 
the war. out of their own pockets*. 
they had equipped regiments of the] 
formidable 
Algerian 
lighters, 
who! 


were so often Ubcd by the,French a", 
shock troops during tho great war- 
But these bheiks were no Valentino* 
Xor could they ever have been. 


FAT AND FORTY
